To settle a mooted point among pbys 


tologists— whether tbe center of grav- 
ity in the human body is affected by 
changing the position of the arms, and 
also to determine where tlie center of 
gravity is in a horizontally placed hu- 
man body— Dr. William G. Anderson of 
Yale university began a series of ex- 
haustive experiments m the university 
gymnasium several months ago. Sev- 
eral college athletes nere the subjects 
who aided him. 


In the course of the experimentation 


and to facilitate the investigation Dr. 
Anderson Invented an apparatus to 
which he has given tlie name of "mus- 
cle bed." In appearance it suggests a 
surgeon's operating table, balanced in 
the middle. Incidental to the<main in- 
vestigation Dr. Anderson has been led 
to study other points in- physical devel- 
opment and collaterally has verified 
what Dr. Angeio Mosso of Turin. Italy. 
thought he dlscoxered leveral years 
ago when he announced that he be- 
lieved that under mental excitement 
there is a rush of blood circulation to 
the brain so great that if the bady Is 
placed horizontally the head -will sink 
or tend to sink. -» 


This, Dr. Anderson says, is true even 


when the excitement is so slight as the 
solution by mental processes of the 
simplest problem of addition, subtrae 
tion or multiplication. Remarkable in 
Stances of the sort have been found 
when Dr. Anderson has balanced stu- 
dents on the "muscle board" before 
written examinations, taking the read 
ings on the plane, and has balanced 
them immediately after the written ex 
animations, noting the difference in 
tbe readings on the plane. 


After the mental efforts the center 


of gravity changed from a sixteenth of 
an inch to almost two and one-half 
inches. This .shows extra circulation 
in tbe upper extremities. It has even 
been found .Ih^t mere thought will 
send a sup'p'ljr of blo"d to parts of the 
body in extraordinary quantities. A 
man balanced~otr the "muscle board" 
will find his'fiet sinking if he goes 
through mentaj< leg gymnastics, but 
does not make tbe moi ements. It is in 
some of the experiments of this nature 
that students of-the psychological phe- 
nomena have found data to study also. 
not that the theories are new. but the 
tests to prove tllem are new. Mosso's 
brain test excepteB. 


Dr. Anderson,sa>d on this-point to a 


reporter of the New TorU Herald at 
New Haven. "I "have found t'jtat men 
who exercise in ' a flstless. automatic 
or mechanical manner do not change 
the center of gravity to a great extent. 
but in nearly every case when a man 
takes his speciar'series of movements 
in a conscious or'highly volitional man- 
ner the supply of £blocd to the arms or 
legs was very noticeable, and the lino 
of gravity went up or down markedly 


"If two men exercise the arms and 


thorax, takinjrthe same exercises, one 
standing before a large looking glass. 
the other not. the former will show a 
higher center of gravity than the lat- 
ter. indicating a richer blood supply to 
parts. This is merely another illustra- 
tion of conscious versus mechanical 
methods of exeicise. 


"An interesting, result of these ex- 


periments has been to throw new light 
on our knowledge of blood supply to 
the legs in sprinting or short distance 
running. The belief prevails that in 
short distance running there is a no- 
ticeable blood supply to the legs. The 
tests conducted with the muscle board 
seem to prove tbe opposite. In nearly 
every case the center of gravity has 
risen after short runs, showing that 
the blood has been pressed out of the 
large leg muscles by rapid and forceful 
contraction. The physiologist may here 
see some explanation of "second wind. 


"Recently I have experimented with 


exercises that subjects found agreea- 
ble and those that they found disagree- 
able to perform. The movements in 
which they found pleasure sent a rich- 
er supply of blood to parts than did 
those movements which were not to 
their liking.

"Obviously it is -not possible to state 


conclusions definitely upon tbe limited 
data at hand thus far in these expert 
menu.

"First.— That a person will get bet- 


ter results from Ms exercise if be will 
attend to it consciously and with 
thought By better results 1 mean a 
nchcr blood supply and a healthier 
metamorphosis of tissue. 


"Second.-That In some ways it is 


better for people to exercise before a 
Joskins glass. 


"Third.-Tfaat*hort distance running.

business section, and threatened at 
times to consume it completely. A 
liard gale raged throughout the night, 
fanning the flames and sending fire- 
brands scurrying through the air in 
all directions. The flre t.arted In the 
upholstery department on the third 
floor of the store of the Read & 
Hughes Dry Good's company, at 108- 
120 Bank street, and that store and 
many buildings were reduced in a 
few hours to smouldering embers. 
An estimata of $2,000,000 as the 
amount of the property loss on build- 
ings and contents was considered con- 
servative by insurance men. The or- 
igin of the fire is unknown, and it was 
undiscovered until it had gained tre- 
mendous headway. At 6:15 p. m. three 
employes of the Read & Hughes com- 
pany were in the store, and when 
they left they noticed no odor of 
smoke about the main floor.
